Date at White-Hall the nineteenth day of May, inthe eleuenth yeere of 
Our raigne of Great Bzitaine , Frante and Ireland, The fecondDated 
at Our Pannoz of Greene wich, the one and twentieth day of June, in the 
twelfth veere ol Our raigne, publiſhed Our Nopal voll and pleaſure, 
touching the vſe and continuante ol Our Farthing Tokens ol Copper, and 
the ſuppꝛelling ok themanifold abuſes committed by Tokens of Lead, 
Bzalle, os any other Pettall, 02 matter which Tradeſmen doe ble be- 
tweenethemand their Cuſtomers in ſome derogation to Our pꝛerogatiue Royall;Therby ftraight- 
ly foꝛbidding and pꝛohibiting all and euery perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, to vle, deliner,o2receiue 
any ſuch Leaden Tokens as haue beene fo2merly tollerated: And pet nenertheleſſe not onely the ma- 
king and vtterante of the ſaidbnlawfullTokens of Leade, oz other Mettall, ozmattercontraryto 
Our laid Pꝛoclamations, in contempt ot Our Royallcommandement,and derogation of Our Royall 
Pꝛerogatiue hath beene continued; but allo diuers abuſes haue beene pzactiſed concerning our ſaid 
Farthing Tokens,contrary to the true intent ol Our laid foꝛmerpꝛotlamations. To the end therfoꝛe 
that euery perlon may be left without all extule, ifagainethey ſhall pꝛeſume to infringe Our Royall 
tommandement . Mee doe bythele pꝛeſents publiſh and detlare Our Royall will and pleaſure, That 
all points and artitles tontetned in either of the laid foꝛmer Pꝛotlamations be duely in all things ob⸗ 
ſerued and perfoꝛmedʒ And that the further vſe and continuance ofthe ſatd Leaden Tokens be btter- 
lyputdowne,and aboliſhed;And that Our Farthing Tokensſhallcontinue without any alteration 
of the Stampe, and Pꝛint now bled , attoꝛding to the true intent of Our lad foꝛmer Pzoclamations ; 
And that no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall goe about to marke, defate, boare, oꝛ clip, any ofour FarthingTo- 
kens, 02 to giue, oꝛ deliuer any other Tokens of their owne making, oꝛ made by others foz Tickets, 
with any of Our Farthing Tokens, either made of Lead, Paper, oꝛ Dtuffe, oꝛ Mettall whatloener: 
And that incaſe any of ur ſaid Farthing Tokens haue beene foꝛmerly defaced,clipped, boared, 024 
ny wayes altered, Wee doe ſtratghtly ſoꝛbid that none ofthe ſame ſhall be hereafter vſed 02 receined: 
And that no perſon and perlons chall receiue at the hands of any otherperſon whatſoeuer,any other 
Farthing Tokens, oꝛ Halfe peny· Tokens, oꝛ any other Tokens then Our ſaid Farthing Tokens at 
toꝛding to Our foꝛmer Pzoclamations:and therfoze we do ſtraightiy pꝛohibit and foꝛbid as afoꝛeſaid, 
all and euery perlon and perſons whatloeuer, alwel to vſe andrecetue any Tokens whatldeuer, other 
then Our ſaid Farthing Tokens as allo to make and counterfeit ſuch Our Farthing Tokens, oꝛ the 
Engines and Inſtruments, whereby they are made ,o2 to be made, vpon paine of condigne puntſh- 
ment loꝛ their offences in that kind; And doe like wile ſtraightly charge and command all andfingu-- - 
lar Mayozs, Juſtites ofthe Peace, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, headboꝛoughs, and all other of- | 
ficers, and Miniſters to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine,to do, their vttermoſt endeauour,foz the 
ja and ſearching out of all offences and offenders againſt this our Royall commandement, 


the due perfoꝛmante, and execution ofthePzemiles.
